Killed in Detroit by Street

Dr. Edward E. Vlncont, {who was the 
doctor of tho Keeley Institute In this 
city a few years a(?o, and who was 
I’T 
married to a Chloapo lady while living 
here, was killed by a street car In De­ 
tro it shortly before noon yesterday. 
He was rldlnij a wheeUndafrlRhtoned 
horse drove hltn on the track in front 
of an approaching car. 
Tho fender of 
the car could not reuiovo th^ wheel or 
the man from the track and both were 
ground up toi?ether under tho turning 
wheels. 


Tho Detroit Journal in Its report of 
the accident says: 


Mrs. Vincent arrived 
a t 
Geist’s 
morgue, where the body of her hus 
band lay, nhortly before 2 o’clock, 
As 
ahe ran through the hall of the morgue, 
she crkd: 


“ Wbwro Is the doctor! 
W here Is ho 
—Dr. Vincent, I meun! Take mo to 
him. 
I ’m his wife; I must see him!” 


A tttll man, who is connected with 
th e morgue, approached tho woman 
and held her back from the room in 
which the remains of h er husband were 
placed. 


“ We will lot you see him In A mo­ 
m ent,” the man eaid, “ out do not go 
any farther jant now.” 


By this time she was somewhat pacl- 
tied and In less excited tone she asked: 
‘‘How badly Is hedlsUgured? I know 
he is killed. 
A colored mao told me 
th at on my way down hero. 
But never 
mind—t.-ll mo the worst. 
I tried to 
get information, but could get none 
They have treated mo as though I w^^ru 
an idiot or a child. 
Kept everything 
from me and even cut off ray teiepuuu 
connection. 
Now do te»l me all you 
know.” 


The morgue employe then rooltnd 
the story of the fatality. 
When he 
said that the doctor had been klll> 
outright, the woman’s face blanched. 
She Htiowed wonderful control of htu*- 
«elf, however, and said after a pause: 


‘ Well, I ’m sorry. 
I shall go and 
•end some telegrams. 
T h at’s all I can 
d o .” 


One of the proprietors of the estab 
lishment then entered the room aod 
told Mrs. Vincent that It would be 
better for her not to see her husband 
for an hour or so. 


While she walked from the morgue 
to a cab, Mrs. Vincent ?ald to The 
Journal: 


**The doctor and I were married 
three years ago. We have no children. 
Our home is broken up now aod 1 
don’t know what I ’ll do—maybe return 
to my father. Dr. George F. Harding, 
In Chicago.” 


Edward Everett Vincent was boro in 
SpringUeld, 111., where he was educated 
for the medical profession and for nine 
years was engaged in general practice. 


In January, ’93, he naw by chance an 
account of the proposed Peary arctic 
expedition and voiun^Qered 
bis ser­ 
vices to Lieut. Peary. 
He was en 
gaged as otUclal surgeon and ethnolo­ 
gist of the expedition with ihe intrepid 
explorer, spent nearly three years on 
the Ice tloes of northern Greenland. 
He gathered Invaluable information of 
ethnological character and iiiade val 
uable contributions to the scientltic 
knowledge of Arctic tribes. 


The boat, which wasi chartered sim­ 
ply to land them at Bowdoin Bay, 
north Gr.-onland, left them In the Arc­ 
tic regions in the little shanty, lumber 
for which was taken along with the 
expeuition. 


For over two yoai» they lived among 
the ice fields, attempting by dog slecl^ 
to reach the north pole over the tields 
of ice. 


On one of these trips with the teams 
of Esquimaux dogs, Dr. N'incerit and 
tv;o compani( n.-i were frozen in a snow

One of tho party froze his leg and 
foot and Dr. Vincent was forced to 
leave the party and alone carry the 
Injured man back to the shanty across 
the trackless Ice-flelds. 


Dr. Vincent made a comnlete census 
of the Esquimaux tribe of the north 
coast of Greenland. 
Ue learned their 
language, mude a study of the social 
conditions and relations. 
These facts 
with a list of their colloquial words 
and lore he has given to ethnological 
study. 


About four months ago he was en­ 
gaged to take charge of the Detroit 
branch of the Keeley Institute and 
came here with his young wife, to 
whom he had recently been married. 


His work has brought him more than' 
national reputation and for his age 
(he was 3H) he had become widely 
known in the medical and scientltic 
world. 


His father still resides in Springfield, 
III. Judge Vincent of Chicago is his 
brothe.
